schedule Il controlled substances.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. 450.11(2) of the statutes is amended to
read:

450.11(2) PRESCRIPTIONORDERFILE. Every prescrip
tion order shall be filed in a suitable bookfite and pre
servedfor at least 5 years.—Subject to-s.-961.38-(2}, pre
seription Prescriptionorders transmitted electronically
may be filed and preserved in electronic format.

SecTION 2. 961.38 (1r) of the statutés amended to
read:

961.38(1r) Except when dispensatirectly by a
practitioner,other than a pharmactp an ultimate user

no controlled substance included in schedule Il may be
dispensedwvithout the written_hard copy or electronic
prescriptionof a practitioner

SecTioN 3. 961.38 (2) of the statutes is amended to
read:

961.38(2) In emegency situations, as defined by
rule of the pharmacgxamining board, schedule Il drugs
may be dispensagponanoral-or-electronigrescription
of a practitionerreduced promptly to-writing written
hardcopy or electronic recorahd filed by thegharmacy
Prescriptionshall be retaineth conformity with rules of
the pharmacy examining board promulgated under s.
961.31. No prescription for a schedule Il substantaey
berefilled.
